SUBJECT: Dissemination of Intelligence end Intelligence 

Information to CIA Missions Overseas 

FROBLEM 

1. To clarify the responsibilities of CIA eoaponents foe 
support of CM Senior Representatives. 

DISCUSSION 

2. In considering this problem the concern of the SCI vfch 
regard to the security of intelligence accumulations overseas 1ms 
been kept upperoost In our minds. The SCI has placed on the Senior 
Representatives the responsibility for providing security protection 
for snd/or tiueiy destruction of such aaterials at each post under 
their respective jurisdictions. However, it is bslieved that the 
aost practical means of insuring adequate security control over 
finished intelligence materials is for the issuing office to indicate 
the destruction (or return) tire, or to place a standard Agency de- 
struction (or return) ttmj in either ease, there should he the in- 
junction that the docuaent nay be retained for a longer period, pro- 
vided there Is a report to Headquarters that suer, is being done. This 
six months * review, with the requirement of indicating either destruc- 
tion or retention to Washington would likely encourage destruction. 

3. Each CM Office has stated that it can immediately produce 
a list of those aaterials which it has sent to CIA Missions overseas. 

h. This paper does not deal with trading of intelligence 
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materials with foreign intelligence services.

6, That in the ease of Senior Representative* with Strategic 
Divisions and/or 0RR and/or OSI contingents attached* 

a. OCX, OBR and 081 will select and through noraal 
channels arrange for the transmission of rational and non- 
national intelligence and information materials deemed 
ne cessary for support. These will he accompanied by a aani- 
fsat* a copy of which will be retained by BB/p* and will be 
used as a guide in DD/r to avoid duplication in its selection 
of intelligence Materials to be sent overseas in support of 
operations* 

b. DB/p will, of course, under existing procedure be 
free to request national intelligence not sent by SD/l officee 
but which W/f believes relevant. 

7, That in the eaee of Senior Representative# other than above* 
Selection of national and non-national inte ll i genc e and information 
for support of thsse posts is the responsibility of ED/p, with the 
advice of BD/l with regard to the desirability of arising available 
the national Intelligence Digest or specific HIE*. 

8, originating offices will indicate the destruction or return 

dates on each document. Each aisoion will be required to destroy, 

return or indicate a decision to retain all furnished intelligence at 
six month intervals). 
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9« That *3 appnojriate item. bo included in the next news- 
letter from the EC 1 to our slsetcnn explaining the above.
